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Detailed Action 

Claims Objection 

Claims 2-5 and 7-9 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claims 2-5 and 7-9, line 1 , "Apparatus" should read -The razor assembly-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Indication of Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 6 are allowed. Claims 1-9 contain allowable subject matter. The 
most relevant references are to Gall, Jr. and Whitaker et al. However, none of the prior 
art of record taken alone or in combination thereof shows or fairly suggests a razor 
handle that includes a plurality of surface folds deployed eccentrically adjacent an exit 
slot of a razor head for effecting flexing deformation of the handle in response to 
pressure pulses within the interior of the handle as claimed. 

2. Claims 2-5 and 7-9 would be allowable if amended to overcome the objection as 
set forth.
